2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-21 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a circuit interruption 
device in which an interruption element and a fuse element are configured electrically in parallel, with the interruption device capable of 
detecting an interrupt control signal and actuating in response to the signal.
